CHICAGO, Sept. 14.— Simultaneously with 
the announcement that "Dan" Couglllan, 
one of the men convicted of the murder of 
Dr. Cronin, would bo put on his second 
trial (granted by the Supreme court of tho 
stute), within u week or two, comes tho 
discovery that the Carlsons, who rented 
tho murderers tho cottugo in which the 
doctor was killed, havo left the city. They 
aro believed to havo gone back to Sweden. 
The importance of their presenco here now 
c.innot be over-estimated. It is declared by 
tho lawyers for tho prosecution that Cougll- 
lan cannot be convicted again without the 
Carlsons evidence. 

Fleiidldli Cruelly. 

St. Louis, Mo., Sept. 14. — A spooii'l 
from San Antonio, Tex., says: A horrible 
double murder occurred on the Van Horno 
ranch, near Dclio, Tex., last Wednesday 
band of twelve Mexican outlaws visited the 
ranch, on which lived an American and his, 
little son. Having overpowered and pluu 
dered tho place of everything of valuo, and 
failing to find any money, they bound the 
ranchman and threatened to take his life if 
he did not tell them whore he had his 
money concealed. He told them ho had 
none; then they cut oil'liiB arm above the 
elbows with a hatchet. They commanded 
him again to reveal the whereabouts of hii 
hidden wealth, but ho could not convince 
thrm that ho bad none, so they cut oir his 
other arm and cut his body in a scoio of 
pieces. Then they split bis houd with the 
hatchet, seized the boy and cut bis throat 
from ear to ear, louving tho bodies to be de- 
red by vtilt u res and coyotes. Tho 
rangers have captured two of them.

THE BOMBARDMENT. 

Itlo Receives Little Damage From the Guns of 
the Rebel Fleet. 

Washington, Sept. 14.— Secretary Gres- 
ham has received tho following from Minis- 
ter Thompson at Rio de Janeiro: "At 11 
this morning the revolutionary forces bom- 
barded tho forts commanding the entrance 
to the harbor, also the arsenal wharf in the 
centre of tho city. A few sheila wore fired 
into tho city and a woman was killed in her 
house. The Commercial Telegraph has 
again been forbidden to send dispatches. 
The U S.S. Charleston has not yet arrived." 

London, Sept. 14 — Aftoices received hero 
show that Admiral Mellu. has carried out 
his threat to bombard tho forts guarding 
llio. The three rebel stops, Aijuidaban, La 
Republlca and Trnjano, Cook position before 
tho forts at o'clock yesterday morning und 
opened fire. All reports ugrce that little 
damage was done either to the forts or tho 
warships. After six hours' bombardment 
tho rebel fleet withdrew. There wero a few 
casualties among the li ovcrnmcnt troops, 

RIGOROUS MEASURES. 

Austrian Government Trying to Repress (ho 
Voting Czechs. 

PRAGUE, Sept. 14. — In accordance with 
the Imperial decreo, issued yesterday, sus- 
pending articles 12 and 13 of tho constitu- 
tional law of this city and its suburbs, five 
young Czech journals which made utter- 
ances agaiiiBt tho Government have been sus- 
pended. In order to bo certain that no 
further adverse comments upon tho Impe- 
rial decreo shall bo published, tho Govern- 
ment has ordered that all articles intended 
for publication in Czech papers bo 
submitted to the police for upproval 
rejection three hours before the 
papers go to press. Ono provision of tho 
suspended law has reference to public 
assemblies, and clubs have been construed 
to come under this bead, and several elub 
houses havo been closed and tho funds und 
papera of the organizations seized. Tho 
young Czechs aro deeply Indignant at the 
action of the Government, and there is 
much suppressed exeitement among tho 
political group. Tho authorities are vigi- 
lant, however, and it is scarcely believed 
the anti-German agitation will go much be- 
yond legitimate bounds, The Government 
has taken still more rigorous measures to 
suppress tho Czech agitation. A new de- 
cree was issued to-day, prohibiting parades, 
tho wearing of badges, or the display of any 
except the national flag. 



(From our own Corresuondont.) 

Ottawa, Sept, 14.— With reference to a 
despatch from Washington stating that the 
United States Government have taken stopa 
to reach an agroemont with tho Canadian 
Government in tho mutter of tho enforce- 
ment of regulations in. Behring Sea, Sir C. 
H. Tupper stutes that no official communi- 
cation on the subject has reached the Can- 
adian Government, so far as he is aware. 

Speaking with regard to claims for dam- 
ages presented by British Columbia sealers, 
where vessels were seized, ho said he im- 
agined it would not bo long beforo a way of 
ascertaining the amount of damages is 
reached, and doubtless tho United States 
Government would not delay paying dam- 
ages, since it had been decided by the court 
of arbitration that tho action of United 
States cruisers in seizing Canadian vessels 
was contrary to law. 

Mr. S. Oku, vice president of tho cham- 
ber of commerce Tokyo, Japan, spent to-day 
iu the city, obtaining information relating 
to the resources of Canada.

Refuse to Arbitrate. 

London, Sept. 14.— Tho miners of York- 
shire und Lancashire have voted unani- 
mously against both accepting a /eduction 
of wuges and submitting the dispute with 
their employers to arbitration. A small 
minority were in favor of resuming old 
rutes, pending settlement of tho rpjestion of 
wages. 

France and Slain. 

London, Sept, 14.— A dispatch from 
Bangkok unnouiiceB that tho relations be- 
tween Sium and Franco arc moro satis- 
factory, but adds, however, that the re- 
sumption of negotiations is still uncertain. 

Russian Silver. 

Sr, PKTKitsntnuj, Sept. 14.— The govern- 
ment has ordered that its mints shall no 
longer receive from individuals silver bars 
or worn silver pieces to bo converted into 
coin, and that the importation of silver coin 
bo prohibited. Tho order is not important, 
as KusBia has few silver coins. 



AMERICAN EXODUS. 

Emigration From New York Greatly In Kx- 
cess of the Arrivals at That Port. 

NEW Voiuc, Sept. 14.— At the Btcamship 
ollices, the statement of Dr. Joseph H. Sen- 
uer, commissioner of immigration, to the 
effect that, for the first time in tho history 
of Hub country, tho emigration from this 
port greatly exceeds the immigration, 
more or less verified.

At the oiBoe ot «ho 
North German Lloyd line it was said that 
the figures of tlu Mediterranean service 
showed an increase in emigration of 1UU per 
cent,, and those of tho Bremen service at 
least 10 to 20 per cent, over thoso of im- 
migration. Tho Werra, which brought 220 
steerage passengers, returned with 950 and 
loft :")Ui) which could not be accommodated. 
Emll M. Boas, general passenger man- 
ager ot the Ham burg- American packet 
company, said that whilo tho number of 
Immigrants carried by tho lino had fallen 
oil the emigrants wero four times as many 
as lust year. Each steamer, ho suid, carried 
several hundred on tho trips outwurd. Ho 
ascribed this unusual eircuinstanco to tho 
hard times und to tho dosing of tho factories 
and mines. Many of those who aro return- 
ng aro minora from the coal regions ol 
Pennsylvania und farm workers from the 
West also mado up a considerable propor- 
tion of tho number.

THE GEARY ACT 

Will Probably Be Amended to Allow Six 
Months Additional for Registration. 

Washington City, Sept. 14.— Yesterday 
the House Committee on Foreign Affairs ro- 
ferred the Everett bill to amend and modify 
the Geary Chinese registration law to a sub- 
committee for examination and report. 
W hen tho committee mot in special session 
to consider tho matter all tho members were 
present save Messrs. Storror and Van Voor- 
hees, of New York. Chairman McCrcary 
luid tho bill before the committee with a 
statement thut upon examination it had boon 
found necesaary to reviso and amend it in 
several particulars in order that it should be 
effective for the purpose intended. Ho 
therefore suggested that it bo referred to a 
sub-committee of five, with Chairman Mc- 
Crcary at its head, tho other members being 
Messrs. Geary, Everett, Hitt and Harmor. 
This sub-committee will meet at an early 
time and proceed with it s work. In the 
course of the discussion there seemed to be u 
unanimohs aentiiiient favoring tho exten- 
sion of tho registration period for six months 
from tho date of the pasaage of the act, and 
this willin all probability bo tho term fixed 
in the bill as reported from tho committee. 
Tho Everett bill proposes a year, but thia is 
believed to bo longer than necessary. Mr. 
Geary, himself a member of the committee, 
is in favor of tho extension, if he can secure 
it with certain amendments which will 
make tho bill acceptable to hia people at 
home.

KASLO, Sept. 7. — The event of greatest 
moment during the past week has been tho 
visit of Assistant Chief Engineer Stevens, of 
tho Great Northern railway, who came in 
on Saturday last and leaves to-morrow. On 
Sunday Mr. Stevens, in company with A. J. 
McMillan, engineer of tho proposed Kaslo- 
Slocan railway, went out over tho survey 
of the projected road, returning lato tho 
next day. W. Baillie, the company's agent 
here, being asked fur a statement regarding 
this inKpeotion, stated that Mr, Stevens had 
come here at tho instance of the construc- 
tion company which has tho contract for 
building tho road, and that tho route was 
thoroughly gone over as fur as Bear Lake. 
The gradients, on tho whole, were satisfac- 
tory, but a recommendation would be mado 
for an increased outlay of capital to improve 
two or three sections, because of the heavy 
. cuttings. Beyond this fact Mr. Baillie 
thought no furthor significance need be> at- 
tached to the viait of Mr. Stevens. From 
another source, however, information was 
gleaned putting a different light upon Mr. 
Stevens' movements. Having charge of tho 
Western division of the Great Northern, he 
was conatantly in touch with people inter- 
ested in this district. Frequently ho was 
told Kaslo was a place of insignifi- 
cant importance, tho Slocan diutriot, 
but a third-rate producing factor, 
and that tho grades of tho pro- 
posed Kaslo-Slocan railway wore such a,a to 
rendor it impossible to construct tho roud 
without the outlay of a. vuat Bum of money, 
altogether out of proportion to the ultimate 
traflic offering. Mr. Stevens therefore do. 
cidod, in view of these statements, to satisfy 
himself as to their truthfulness, and sore, 
port to his superiors, henco his visit. Ho 
had intended to be gono four or five days, 
but two days wore sufficient to glean tho 
noccesury information of tho proposed route 
of the railway. He was ugreeably hur- 
prisod at the easy gradients und lack of on.

STREWN WITH CORPSES. 

Pilgrims Stricken With Cholera and Turkish 
Soldiers Who (Jo to Their Assistance 
Shn.ro the Same Fate. 

TUNIS, Sept. 14 —Of the 1,900 pilgrims 
that left here and other porta in May laat 
for Mecca, only half havo returned, tho 
othera having fallen victims to the cholera. 
Fully 12,000 frienda and relatives met tho 
returning pilgrims on their release from 
quarantine, und there wero many heart- 
rending demonstrations of grief by the re- 
latives of those who hud succumbed to tho 
discuac. Tho survivors tell terrible tales of 
suffering. On June 21, 100,000 pilgrims 
were gathered on the Sacred Mount to hear 
a solemn address, prior to their proceeding 
to Mecca. Many of tho multitudo were 
starving. The Mount resembled a battle 
field, being Htrewn with tho corpses of vic- 
tims of pestilence, among whom were lying 
hundreds of the poorer wretches who were 
dying from the dread disease. So frightful 
waa tho condition of uffaira that no one 
dared approach tho place. Finally a bat- 
talion of 700 Turkish soldiers waa sent to 
bury the dead and resoue tho living. Fivo 
hundred ol the soldiers lost their lives us a 
result of their devotion to duty. Of the 
whole battalion only 'J00 men escaped the 
pestilence.

The Ex- Attorney General of England 
Expresses Himself Upon tlu> 
Bearing Sen Decision. 



Gladstone and Homo Rule— The Dual 
Lauguage Question Will Find 
Its Own Solution. 



"When Sir Francis Johnson asked mo 
this morning if there was anything he eould 
do for mu I at onco replied. 'Yes, I want un 
injunction against the interviewer.' " 

Sir Richard Webster Baid it laughingly. 
Sir Richard is a pleasant gontleman. Ho is 
having a holiday, and the spirits rise when 
wo turn the key of the mind upon oare. 

"I mako a distinction between Canadian 
newspaper men and the American iuter- 
viowor," ho continued, as ho sat iu his room 
at the Windsor Hotel, and talked about 
several things. 

Of these, the Bohring Sea award naturally 
occupied a prominont place. 

"1 think tho award ought to be fairly sat- 
isfactory to Canada," said Sir Richard. 
"Every contention was conceded. Every 
thing Canada contended for as a matter of 
right sho obtained. Regulations had to bo 
made, not in the interest of Canada merely, 
but in tho wider interests of humanity, as 
tho tribunal properly hold that gravid 
females ought to bo protected. Whether 
tho zono was made thirty miles or sixty 
did not mako a preat difference. There 
may bo some hardship in the prohibition of 
firearms, but I think your hunters will still 
bo ab!o to do a good business. It is to bo 
remembered that one of the contentions of 
tho Americans was that pelagic sealing 
should bo suppressed altogether. That was 
the case that had to be argued." 

" Is there anything in tho complaint that 
tho caso made out by the Canadian Commis- 
sioners was ignored ? " 

" Nothing whatever. That case was ably 
made out. I think you have reason to be 
proud of tho work of Mr. Tupper — I mean 
Sir Hibbert Tupper " — with a smile — " and 
Dr. Dawson. Tho Canadian claims receiv- 
ed every attention." 

" It is said in some quarters that tho 
award gives tho lessees of the Pribyloll" 
Islands practically the whole seal business ? " 

" It must be borno in mind that the 
United States did not submit the question 
of tho regulations of the Beal trade upon 
their own islands to the tribunal. That was 
not to bo expected. Great Britain would 
not submit any matter relating to a trade 
upon her own possessions to the considera- 
tion of any board of arbitrators. The sub- 
ject was difficult and delicate. I am of the 
opinion, upon a calm consideration of all 
phases of the question, that substantial 
justice has been rendered by the decision. 
As ■time wears on this will be more and more 
admitted." 

''And now, Sir Richard, as to Home Rule. 
What will be the final outcome ? " 

" The Lords will, of course, throw out the 
bill." 

"And then ?" 

"And then, if Mr. Gladstone appeals to 
the country I am satisfied he will bo 
overwhelmingly defeated." 

"But, suppose ho elects to go on with the 
Newcastlo programme ?" 

There was, or there seemed to be, a 
little pity in the smile of Sir Richard. "Do 
you know what that programme is, or 
means? It means twenty-five years' work. 
It is easy to say that Gladstone will carry 
tho wholo of it, or a part of it. Take the 
case of the disestablishment of tho church 
in Wales. Tho church is a state church. 
You do not need a state church in a col- 
ony. But the church has the usufruct of 
vast property which belongs to the state, 
and all this would be diverted from its 
purposo with disestablishment. That would 
create great indignation among a large 
body of people. When the Irish church 
was disestablished, the state property was 
diverted from its original purpose. I don't 
know how many dilforeut funds wero cre- 
ated out of it. Now, disestablishment is 
only one plank in the Newcastle programme. 
It will rouse intonso opposition, and it will 
weaken the position of Mr. Gladstone. 
Then, there is the Local Option Bill. There 
is a very bitter feeling against tint mea- 
sure. Mr. Gladstone's majority is composed 
of parties who support him for what they 
expect to get out of him. If they find they 
cannot get their desires, they will desert 
him." 

" Is the rejection by tho Lords of the bet- 
terment clauses of the London Council bill 
likely to arouao public opinion aguiust the 
Uppsr House '! " 

"Oh, not ut all. Tho matter is purely 
local, and aiTccts no interest outside Lon- 
don. The London members may feel sore 
about it, but it will mako no stir in tho 
country, and there iB no relation between 
that and the comae to bo pursued on the 
Home Rule bill. Tho betterment clauses 
might be applied to lands such us you have 
in Canada and the United States, but ap- 
plied to lunds uf the value of the lands in 
London, the caso iu vastly different. But 
that ia a mere passing breath. The Lords 
will throw out the Homo Rule bill, and tho 
sentiment of England will hustain them in 
bo doing. When Mr. Gladstone goes to 
tho country, his narrow majority will melt 
away. " 

Sir Richard went through the courts this 
morning. 

"It was very interesting to me to hear 
the pleadings and the judgments in the 
French tongue in u British colony. It was 
some time before I could realize it. I 
assure you it is intensely interesting to me." 

" And yet wc have those amongst us who 
ohject to a dual language." 

"Perfectly idlo to make any such ob- 
jection," wus Sir Riohard'e reply. " The 
tact is there. Hotter to accept, it. Time 
alone can bring a change, if such a change 
bo desirable. It is likely that in tho long 
run the language of the majority, whatever 
that majority be, will prevail. Hut I would 
deprecate all agitation for tho abolition of 
tho dual language. I would accept the 
situation as it ia."— Montreal Witness. 



THE CAMPAIGN IN CARIBOO. 

To the Editor :— At a political meeting 
called at tho ISO-Mile House, on the 5th 
inst., by Hon. T. Davie, Mr. Kitchen was 
present as an emissary of tho so-culled in- 
dependents, to vilify tho Government and 
to endeavor to persuade the electors of Cari- 
boo to cast in their lot with the malcontents 
of Is'ow Westminster and vicinity. This 
mission he performed in a speech as un- 
grammatical lis it was acrimonious, and I 
would ask the loan of a little of your val- 
uable space in which to point out a few of 
the glaring inconsistencies and glaring 
contradictions with which his harungue 
abounded, The Hon. Premier, after outlin- 
ing and explaining tho policy of his admin- 
istration, dealt at considerable length with 
tho famous petition sent to tho Governor- 
General by Mr. Kitchen and his colleagues, 
and challenged that gentleman to 
come to its defence. Despite this, 
and dospito frequent reminders from 
tho Premier, Mr. Kitchen carefully ignored 



tho copy temptingly spread beforo him by 
Hon. Mr. Davie, and, when still further 
pieaoed to deal with it, ho declared ho had 
had nothing to do with it and know nothing 
about, it. When, however, he was directly 
questioned if he had not signed it, ho ad 
uiitted that ho hud headed u copy in Chilli 
wack. It will bo news, possibly not of the 
most welcome kind to Mr. Kitchen's constit- 
uents, to heiir that when in other portions of 
the Proviuce ho is ashamed of an act which, 
doubtless, he makes his proudest boast 
when in their midst* No, this would-be 
enlightcnor of the people knew that tho 
electors of Cariboo to a man condemned 
what can be characterized only as a traitor- 
ous attempt to impair Provincial autonomy, 
and to destroy tho future of this fair Pro- 
vince to gratify spleen engendered by die- 
appointed ambition, and|ho sought to wrigglo 
out of it in every way, oven going the 
length of contradicting himself. His dealing 
with the question of rovenuo and expendi- 
ture was iqually self-contradiotory. He 
attempted to mako a poiut aguinst 
tho Government by asserting that for three 
years past there has been a deficit in tho 
public uccounts. Yet, in tho very same 
breath, he admitted that ho had himself 
voted to secure the million dollar loan, tho 
expenditure of which must necessarily causo 
an apparent balanco on tho wrong sido of 
the ledger of tho Province. When Mr. 
Kitchen voted to secure the money he sure- 
ly did not expect that tho Government was 
going to allow it to lie idle, and ho is much 
mistuken if ho deems the intollieenco of tho 
electors of this district is of such a low 
order as nob to see through his evident lack 
of consistency. 

Again, he sought to arouso sectionalism 
by asserting that the present administration 
had set Victoria's heel upon the neck of the 
Province Yot ho carefully abstained from 
explaining why, if such wero tho caso, the 
Capital City, ut tho last generul election, 
returned three Opposition members. He 
knew it would bo an impossible task. The 
worthy geni leman was oandid enough to 
admit that ho knew nothing of Cariboo, 
and ho fully displayed his ignorance when 
ho asserted that a railroad would be in juri- 
ous to the district. Stock-raisers — and they 
are tho chief agricultural class — know from 
bitter experieuce that their cattle sell at 
two or three dollars a head less than do 
those of the lower country, simply owing 
to the lack of facilities for rapid transporta- 
tion ; and miners havo equal reason to be 
awaro that no railroad means littlo prospect- 
ing, owing to the high prices of necessaries. 
And eo on, to the end of the chapter. Mr. 
Kitchen proved himself unablo for tho task 
he had undertaken, and, finally, beat an 
ignominious retreat, which he afterwards 
attempted, with but indifferent success, to 
cover up, by accusing tho Promier of attack- 
ing him in his absence.

rich beyond description, both in agricultural 
and mineral wealth. Ho explained tho 
Government's policy in respect to the new 
buildings, and not a man present but would 
see that, in spito of what tho Opposition 
party may think or say, tho buildings are 
needed, und the expenditure cannot possibly 
cripple tho Province, whoso credit ranks 
third in tho financial world. 

Mr. Kitchen replied at length, and raved 
at tho Government and contradicted Mr. 
Davie on some points; but, though ho spoke 
well and has certainly the gift of tho gab, 
be should huvo remembered that the people 
of Cariboo are not interested so very much 
in Westminster's squabble with tho Govern- 
ment, even though Mr. Kitchen had come 
so far to tell them. 

Mr. Murphy then rose to speak and look- 
ing at Mr. Kitchen with a twinkle in his 
eye said "sure and it was easy to see you 
didn't come to Cariboo for tho benefit of 
your health." Mr. Murphy kept tho aud- 
ience in roars of laughter for tho next few 
minutes and explained that ho was an old 
man and thought he might havo the benefit 
of tho mild climate of Victoria through tho 
winter and so do good both to Dennis Mur- 
phy and tho people of Cariboo at one and 
the samo time. 

Mr. Adams then in a manly speech gave 
hie views on the questions, but as bo had 
already held a meeting in Quesnello he 
would not trespass on the patience of his 
hearers. Mr. Adams has tho support of a 
great many in the district and, if ho is re- 
turned as member for Cariboo, will, I am 
suro, serve his constituents honorably and 
faithfully. Cakuioo.

OUR BOYS IN THE EAST. 

The news that camo from Montreal 
Wednesday evening pleased almost overy 
citizen of Victoria. There were n good 
many who thought that it wus imprudent, 
and evon rash, to allow tho Victoria lacrosse 
team to go East. Our boys, they Baid, had 
dono very well at home, but it was absurd 
to pit them against the experienced and 
well-trained teams of the great Eastern 
cities. They can expect to meet nothing 
but disaster on tho lacroaBO grounds of 
Montreal, Toronto and Ottawa. Tho news 
that the Victoria team, with comparative 
case, had defeated tho veteran team of 
Montreal, which city may bo said to 
be tho home of lacroBse, dispelled theEO 
misgivings, and showed that those 
who had encouraged Victoria's lacroaao men 
tD go East had reason for their faith in the 
skill and prowess of tho homo team. They 
are naturally elated, and when they now 
aiy that what our boya havo dono in Mon 
treal is but a specimen of what may bo ex- 
pected of them in the other cities of tho 
East they are heard with respect. It ia 
not, perlups, wise to attach too much im 
portance to a singlo victory, but that vie 
tory, at the very least, proves that Victoria 
lacrosse men aro worthy to meet in tl 
field the best of the Canadian teams, and 
that th^se who believe that tho Montreal 
victory is but the precursor of other tri- 
umphs have reasonable grounds for the 
hopo they expreso. 



A SINGULAR SPEECH. 

Tho speech of ex-Alderman Batter at tho 
North Ward meeting on Wednoaday oven 
ing ought to convince every intelligent 
citizen that civic mattora in Victoria are in 
a bad way. Mr. Baker, although he had 
been disqualified by tho law enacted to 
maintain the purity of the City Council, did 
not appoar to havo the least uotion that he 
h id done anything wrong. He saw nothing 
corrupt in the practice of aldermen having 
dealings with men engaged in doing con- 
tract work for the city. Ho labored hard 
to produco the impression that he as an 
alderman waB no worse than many others 
who occupy seats in the present City Coun- 
cil, und who havo occupied seats in former 
Councils. 

Virtual partnerships between councillors 
and contractors, according to Mr. liaker, 
have been common in Victoria. This agrees 
with tho opinion which another ex-alderman 
was heard to express, not long ago, which 
was that tho city had lost largo amounts by 
such connections between councillors and 
contractors as that for which Mr. Baker had 
been disqualified. Matters have come to a 
bad pass in this city when there are coun- 
cillors und electors who bcc nothing repre- 
hensible or dangerous in councillors becom- 
ing interested in city contracts. 

It was evident that Mr. Baker could not 
see that it ia tho bounden duty of every 
journalist to condemn such practices as that 
for which ho had been disqualified, and 
would havo boon heavily fined, if, after tho 
decision of tho Court, ho had ventured to 
voto in tho Couucil. Ho attributed the 
part which tho Colonist took in tho matter 
of his candidaturo to a fancied grudge which 
Mr. W. H. Ellis, aa ho alloged, boro him 
for a perfectly legitimate vote which ho 
gave in tho Council. Nothing could be 
further from tho truth than this. Mr, 
Bakor's voto on tho grant to tho Agricul- 
tural Association was unknown to tho 
writer of tho articles on that Councillor's 
doalingc with contractors. Whether Mr. 
Baker voted for tho grant or against the 
grant, hu did not romcmber or try to re 
member. 

If tho candidate for tho representation of 
the North Ward in tho City Council had 
thought ovor tho mattor, it might havo 
occurred to him that tho members of tho 
Logialativo Assembly which made con. 
ducb auoh aB his in a Councillor 
unlawful hud no personal (juarrel 
with him, or that tho judgo who dis- 
qualified him on account of what he 
ovidently regards as his innocent tranaic- 



A striking example of tho bonoQt of Bani 
tnry reform is recorded in Harper's Weekly 
of the 9th iust. Tho Report of tho Health 
Department of Denver, for 1S!)!2, announced 
a death ruto for that yoar of 13.70 in the 
thousand; in 1 S90 it was 22 (i. Typhoid 
fever, once the terror of that community, is, 
in 1892, credited with only CI deaths, as 
against 99 in 1891, and 203 in 1890. It 
would bo interesting to know what was doue 
in Denver to lossen tho deatli8 from typhoid 
in two years by so large a number as 199. 
It will bo observed the mortality from 
typhoid, even iu the first year, was very 
greatly reduced. In 1890 it was 203, and 
in 1891 it was only 99, a difference of 164. 
Tho sanitary reform that produced such un 
extraordinary diminution in the death rato 
of the City of Denver waa brought about by 
the Health Department of tho cily. 

Under an earnest Mayor, says our author 
ity, whom the people elected, tho depart 
ment interested the leading physicians. 
Many of them constituted themselves an 
advisory committee, and ono gifted and 
forceful man — a retired practitioner— flerv 
until his death without pay, as the Health 
Commissioner. With the aid of eevera" 
earnest and talented lieutenants.ho worked, 
for the health of Denver, that revolution to 
which the statistics bear witness. Perhaps 
no gain to any Western city that has at 
tempted reforms ia aa important aa this im 
provement in the health of a great com 
in unity, and it is aa great a gain to the 
cauBO of enlightened self-government, 

The advocates of sanitary reform in this 
city will boo from this what can bo done in 
the way of saving life bycarncat, persevering 
and intelligent action, and take courage. 
They are often disheartened by the ignor- 
ance of some of their fellow citizens and 
the apathy of others of whom better things 
might bo expected, but they ahould per- 
severe in epito of all discouragements. The 
cause of sanitary reform is a good one. Its 
Buccess will not only Have valuable lives, 
which is an object well worth working for, 
but it will greatly improve tho general 
health of the citizens and consequently will 
greatly increase their enjoyment of life. The 
decrease in the death rate of Denver from 
22.6 to 13.70 in tho thousand, not only 
meant tho saving of within a fraction of 
nine lives in overy thousand of tho inhab- 
itants, but it decreased the number of casee 
of serious illness in a still greater ratio. Let 
every one who feels an interest in health re- 
form do his or her share towards producing 
a similar result in Victoria. It can bo 
done and it ought to be done. 



THE SALMON PACK. 

Tho Monetary Times of Toronto says: 

"The pack ot salmon in Britiah Columbia 
is officially reported at 20,500,000 tins each 
1 lb. weight. The problem remains to bo 
aolved whethor tho groat yearly catch will 
not reuuo" the stock in spite of artificial aidB 
in tho propagation of salmon from spawn." 

If our Toronto contomporary had been 
well-informed it would know that the 

rnu " of salmon this year notwithstanding 
previous yearly catches has been us great as 
that cf tho best years of tho early time when 
white men began to fish for salmon in the 
Eraser river. This proves that tho yearly 
catches have not, so far, reduced the stock, 
and gives thoso interested in tho fishery 
reason to believe that, as long as reasonable 
regulations aro made to preservo the iiali, 
and are observed, thoro ia no fear of the sup- 
ply of Bulmon falling short. Although bo 
many iish have been caught there is no doubt 
thut a great many moro than tho usual num- 
bor havo reached tho different spawning 
grounds.

^IxV UNPLEASANT POSITION. 

The United States Government finda itself 
in an unpleasant predicament with respect 
to the Geary Law. That law waa pasaod by 
Congress mainly for party purposes. Its 
provisions wore in direct contravention of 
tho treaty obligations of tho United States. 
But tho politician at that timo regarded 
tho national houor as of little conse- 
quence compared with the chances of getting 
or keeping votes. The law was passed with 
President Harrison's approval. When the 
time camo to put it in operation, delays 
were made on ono pretence ami another. 
Tho administration evidently found that if 
it were put in oporution, and the Chinese 
who had refused to register shipped off 
wholesale to their own country, many un 
pleasant effects would follow. Tho law 
was, therefore, allowed to remain in 
abeyahco for some months. But tho 
upholders of tho ChineBO exclusion act in 
California became impatient und indignant. 
Thoy were determined that this law should 
bo enforced, and they obtained a decision 
from Judge Rosb in their favor. Besides, 
the indignation of aumo of the Californians 
oxpreeaed itself in outrages on Chinamen. 
But still tho law was not enforced. 
Tho government is trying to git 
out of tho d'iiiculty iu which tho 
vote-hunting politicians havo plaeod it, 
by getting a law carried through Congress 
the effect of which will bo to make tho 
Geary law inoporativo for somo timo longer. 
Tho proposal is twolvo months, hut it is 
now believed that tho Chineao in the 
Uuited States will bo allowed aix months 
moro in which to register. Tho now moaa- 
uro is callod tho Everott Bill, and it ia ex- 
pected that tho Sonato will bo prevailed 
upon to pass it next woek. 

Tho position iu which tho Chinoso legisla- 
tion has placod tho United States is an ex- 
ceedingly humiliating ono. It gives the 
heathen Chinese tho impression that tho 
United States paya no rogard to its treaty 
obligations, that it is ready to break its 
word whonevor tho oxigonciea of domoBtic 
politics mako it inconvenient to koop it. 
This, to conscientious Americans, who 
arc sonding out missionaries to convert 
tho Chineao to Christianity, ia a disgracoful 
potition to bo placed in. Thoy fool tho ro- 
of tho' pagans moat keenly, and they

CORONER Dr. HaSBLL yesterday afternoon 1 
hold an inquest into the cavso of the death 
of Frederick Schelder, who was found dead 
in bed on Wednesday in his room on Yates 
•street. The autopsy which was made by 
Drs. Fraser aud Hall showed that tho causo 
of death was somo narcotic poison, bnfc no 
ovidenco could be produced as to where de- 
ceased procured the poison, or how it was ad- 
ministered. The facta as brought out were 
substantially the same us appeared in yester. 
day morning's CoLONlSTj and as thero was no 
ntlior information uvuilablo an open verdict 
was rendered, tho jury finding that de- 
ceased, came to his death by poisoning, but 
not that he had committed suicide. The 
police will make u further investigation 
into the matter to endeavor to ascertain 
where tho poison was obtained. It is not 
cortain whothor tho drug used waa mor- 
phine or opium.

The petition to tho Dominion Government 
from the people of Kincolith, asking for a 
loan of $2,000 to relieve the distress caused 
by the burning of their village, will have to 
be forwarded from the Indian ollice here to 
Ottawa, where alone, it can bo dealt with. 
In the meantime, in answer to a request 
from the Venerable Archdeacon Colhaon, 
the medical supplies required for the treat- 
ment of those who received injuries while 
fighting the fire, have been sent from the 
Indian office, and will be taken North on 
the Boscowitz. The same steamer will take 
all tho lumber it can curry from tho Mission 
mill at Alert Bay, and more lumber will go 
up on tho Louise, ao that tho homeless 
Indians may proceed at once to build, and 
secure shelter before tho cold weather seta 
in. Bishop Ridley, who is now in Victoria, 
has arranged for the despatch of this lum- 
ber, which is to be sold to tho Indians at 
actual cost, with liberal time allowed for 
puymeut. His Lordship, having become 
personally responsible for the outlay in- 
volved, hopes to secure in Victoria some 
assistance towurda meeting it. The Indians 
had no insurance whatever, not yet huving 
become familiarized with this accessory ol 
civilization.

Five more successful vessels among tho 
Victoria fleet of sealers, the Curlotta 
G. Cox, Casco, Brondu, Mascot and 
City of San Diego returned from tho 
Copper Island coast, yesterday morning, 
and it ia probable that us many more 
will bo in port by to-day, us aoverul 
wero spokon in the Straits yesterday. 
Tho Cox was tho first of tho sealers 
to arrive, having the neat little cargo of 
2,772 seal skins, which undoubtedly leaves 
her lop liner for the season. She, like the 
others, brings no lato news from tho 
Russian coast, and her cruise, not consider- 
ing hor enormous catch, was an uneventful 
one. One or two of her six hunting boats 
got aatray at different times on the voyage, 
but were afterwards picked up. Captain 
Buokholtz has 1,072 akins to Bhow for his 
season in tho Casco. Ho says seals have 
been very numerous on the Japan coast this 
year. They seem, he Buys, to be confined 
to one cuurse in migrating moro than do tho 
aeala on thia coast. Among his catch uro 
two silver fox skins, which are also pretty 
aud valuable. As for tho Brenda's luck she 
fared fairly well, huving secured during the 
ason 1,253 Ekina. Tho Mascot and the 
City of San Dingo arrived last evening, the 
former with a catch of 1,100 odd skins, ai d 
tho latter with 1,182 Tho cruises of these 
two wero far more eventful than the othor 
threo which arrived earlier in the day. Tho 
San Diego wua pretty badly damaged by an 
explosion of powder on board, while she 
wus hunting off tho Japan coast; in fact her 
wholo stern was more or Iobs bioken 
up, and consequently extensive repairs bad 
to be made at Ilukodate beforo she could 
continue in service. Cipt. l'iko and a 
cabin boy were the only members of the 
crew injured by the explosion, but fortun- 
ately they were not iu the inimodiatu point 
of danger and escaped with a few "remind- 
ers." About ten pounds of powder exploded, 
but what caused tho combustion is 
not known. The crew of tho San Diego 
somewhat confirm the report of the unfor- 
tunate fate which befol six members of tho 
British schooner Arctic, from Vokohamu, 
early in tho season. It seems the men, who 
weie Japs, left, their schooner, in two boats, 
while huntingon the Russian aide — never to 
return again. They lost their vessel and 
were not heard of again by their shipmates, 
until tho sad news reached their schooner 
of ono boat boing found upside 
down on the Copper Island boa^h, 
whilo tho other, although reuching 
land at tho sumo point, right side 
up, only reached shore when tho crew were 
utterly exhausted that they died soon 
afterwards. A British man-of-war, which 
found them on the beach, is said to have 
buried them on land. The San Diego's crew 
also heard of tho Mermaid'B encounter with 
tho whale, but relate nothing additional to 
the facts already published, with the excep- 
tion of an amusing incident while the dam- 
aged schooner was being repaired. Lloyd's 
agent at Yokohama discredited the story, 
and for his own satisfaction hud 
tho vessel's bottom examined with 
tho result that over 100 pounds of the big 
fish were discovered wedged in tho timbers 
of tho schooner. Before starting for Vic- 
toria, the San Diego spi ke tho f illowlng 
vessels: Willard Ainsworth, South Bend, 
Teresa, Bow Head, of San Francisco, the 
lattir on August 12, wilh 1,000 odd skins, 
and the Mermaid on August IS, with 1,1 00 
odd. She had also heard of tho Sadie Tur- 
pel before leaving the scaling grounds. The 
Turpel had loat one of her boa's, 
but it was afterwards picked up 
It waa away from tho Turpel 
for over a month, but its crew wero not all 
thia time at sea. They had struck land a 
few times aud wero aided by being pro- 
visioned and c ired for on several occasions 
by tho Japanese until they reached Hako- 
date. Two of tho MaBcot'a crew also suf- 
fered a similar but perhaps severer experi- 
ence early in tho year. They wero, how- 
ever, near Cape St. Elias when they reached 
land and were k' pt by the Indiana there for 
about a month, when they hailed a sealer, 
which afterwards put them uboard their 
own craft. Tho Mascot's catch totals 1 , 1S2 
akins for the season. 

THE INBOUND VICTORIA. 
The N. P. R. steamahip Victoria is now 
on her way to Victoria, having left Yoko- 
hama lust Sunday morning. Aa usual, die 
baa a big freight, including 300 ioiib of gen- 
eral merchandise for Victoria, 150 tona for 
San Francisco, and 500 bales of ai!k for 
New York. She also carries 1U0 steerage 
passengers, the majority of whom are for 
I thia port. The N. P. R. steamship Taooma 
' saiUd from Yokohama at the aamc time, 
but her course wus in a different direoticju 
to the Victoria's.

TRADE WITH AUSTRALIA,. 



A New Source of Supply for Ca.iiada 
With Very Attractive 
Oirerinua. 



Natural Products Which Can Be Im- 
ported From tho Antipodes 
With Advantage. 



(Continued from Yesterday's Colonist.) 
A one sided trade between Canada aDd 
Australia would be hard to maintain, for 
the country which moroly bought without 
selling anything in return, would not so 
readily recognize tho advantages of tho con- 
nection as ono which in addition to varying 
tho source of supply found a now outlet for 
her own produetB. In such a happy posi- 
tion doea Australia find herself, for though 
not ablo to offer to tho outsido world many 
manufactured goods, this country has such 
a bountiful supply of natural products that 
oven her iminenBO diataneo from tho groat 
consuming centres does not prevent her 
from profitably sending those products 
thither. 

Chief of these in value, if not in general 
interest, so far as Canada is concerned, is 
wool, Bhorn from tho backs of the hun- 
dred and twenty-five million sheep 
whoso fleeeo has been of mora 
value than oven the golden Band and aurif- 
erous quartz which first invested tho coun- 
try with such absorbing interest to the old 
world. Though Canada already uses much 
Australian wool, it comes tho roundabout 
way of London, and tho Montreal or Toronto 
manufacturers have to pay toll to the com- 
mission agents, the wharf owners, tlin ware- 
housemen and other intermediaries, besides 
tho extra cost of freight incurred in sending 
the wool twice tho nitossary distance. Tho 
continental buyors, who formerly also paid 
this toll, do so no longer, having now estab- 
lished their own agents in these colonies, to 
attend the Bales at tho wool exchanges at 
Sydney and Melbourne. There is nothing 
to prevent Canadians doing tho same, and 
the saving of middlemen's profit effected by 
thus bringing producer and consumer to- 
gether would more than compensate for tho 
excess of tho cost of land haulage over that 
by sea, involved in tho three thousand miles 
of railway between Vancouver and the 
manufacturing centres. 

FRESH AND CANNED MKATS. 

Tho marvellous extent to which sheep 
raising is carried on is due to the fact that 
absolutely no winter feeding is required, as 
tho sheep groze in the pastures all tho year 
round, and thcs3 pastures being securely 
fenced, tho cost of attendance has been re- 
duced to only a nominal figure. The ani- 
mals are valued only for the wool they bear, 
and consequently when by reason of the im- 
mense natural increase there has to bo 
slaughtor to keep tho number down to the 
capacity of the pastures, the carcasos, or the 
sheep for slaughter, are sold at what ap- 
pears to the stranger to bo an absurdly low 
figure. It is a common thing to see prime 
mutton offered in the retail atalla at three 
or four cents^ per pound, but even at these 
low prices there is a home demand for only 
a fraction of the meat. Carcases fully 
equal to the mutton commonly sold in other 
countries for table consumption are here 
" boiled down " by thousands every week 
solely for the tallow which is thus extracted. 
Since it has been found practicable to freeze 
the carcases and send them in cold Btoruge 
to England, where they arrivo in coudition 
as perfect as on the day of fret zing, a profit- 
able trade of this kind haB opened. This 
success in the English market makes it cer- 
tain that good business can bo done in this 
lino with British Columbia, where now 
great quantities of sheep and mutton are 
imported from the neighboring States and 
sold at a prico above that at which prime 
Australian muttoncan bo regularly delivered. 
By placing their orders judiciously, Can- 
adian importers may make sure of getting 
only tho choicest meat, as tho he^fc people 
in the trade hero take every precaution to 
preserve the good namo of their export. 
When a sheep is killed, tho carcase is not 
frozen unless tho meat appears to ba of the 
very first class. If not choice in every part, 
tho carcase is put aside, and tho best pieces 
aro tuten for canning, which also is the pur- 
pose to which the Becond grade of sheep aro 
put. The third grado are, after tho removal 
of the hide, cast into tho "boilers," which 
are capable of holding each about two hun- 
dred and fi.ty circuses. Frozen beef also |b 
exported, and the same discrimination iB 
used in separating tho beeves into classes 
for freezing, canning or boiling down 
Tho meat canned is of very high quality 
and has found groat favor with European 
governments for army supply purposes, as 
well as with tho public. There is great ox 
pectation of being ablo to eupply Canada 
especially British Columbia, with canned 
meat, in competition with tho article now 
so largely imported from Chicago into the 
Dominion. 



KAW SUGAR, 



The growth of tho sugar cane has become 
a great industry in Queensland, and, wit! 
tho very best conditions of soil and climate, 
and cheap labor imported under contract 
from the islands of tho South Scus or from 
Japan, the raw sugar is produced at the low- 
est possible coat. Experimental shipments 
to Canada havo been mado since tho new 
lino opened, and the reBult has been such as 
to encourage the belief that tho colony will 
soon supply a large proportion of tho raw 
material used by tho Canadian refineries, 
It is even expected in Queensland that re- 
fined sugar from thero can bo introduced 
in Canada, but this hopo will hardly bo 
realized so long as tho Canadian articlo 
maintains its present decided euperiority of 
appearance. 

i.icht WINES, 
Wine making fiourishes in all the colonies, 
and good native wine is, in consequence, 
very cheap indeed. All grades are made, 
oven to champagnes. The Australian clarets 
and still wines generally, havo earned very 
good reputation in tho old world, to which 
placo largo quantities havo been exported 
annually for many yeurs past, and there is 
more than a suspicion that u, greut part of 
this exported in bulk finds its way to the 
public in Europe, and perhaps in America 
aa well, labelled us French or as Rhine wino. 
Tho makers are confident that the quality 
will commend Australian wiuo to tho Cana- 
dian public. 

A VARIETY OK FRUITS. 

Fruits will certainly bo exported to 
Canada and the Northwestern States in 
largo quantities. Enormous pineapples of 
tho choicest flavor, grow in Queensland to 
suah a prolific extent, and so slight is tho 
labor connected w ith tho pineries, that they 
are produced at only a nominal cost, and 
cun bo exported in quantities sulliuiont to 
supply the wholo population of America if 
necessary. Tho experimental shipments show 
that tho pineapples may bo depended upon 
to arrivo iu good condition. They faro 
hotter than tho bananas, which uro hero 
almOBt equally plentiful, but after a throo 
weeks' vo/uge aro not in condition to com- 



pote successfully with those from Honolulu 
and other nearer points. Oranges also are 
produced hero in great abundauco, but they 
suffer in quality from lack of attention to 
tho trees, the consequence hoiug a great 
deal of inferior fruit, the shipment of which 
will givo a bud name to the wholo. Suffi- 
cient care bus not been taken in eelectiug 
and paoking the fruit for exportation to 
Canada, and this is probably tho true cause 
of tho unsatisfactory results so far reported. 
Woro a Canadian buyer present to select 
tho fruit on tho trees, and to 
boo it carefully pulled and properly 
packed, ho could probably make a 
substantial profit, though the shippers hero 
avor that tho experiments already made 
have resulted in loss. As hundreds of 
thousands of oranges rot in tho groves un- 
nually, it will bo readily seen that they 
ought to bo purchasable on tho trees at 
prices as low as those prevailing in any 
country in tho world, and, tho steamship 
freight charges being very small, thero is 
nothing to prevent this fruit being put upon 
tho Canadian market at such cost as will 
enable it to compete successfully there, pro- 
vided tho right quality is sent. Lemons 
also are plentiful, and they aro very good 
indoed. Taamunian apples havo won i 
great reputation, even in England, and 
ought to find salo in tho Dominion in the 
few months each year when tho Canadian 
apples, being out. of season, are scarce and 
dear. Tho Tasmanian fruit season begins in 
November and ends early in April. With 
cold chamber facilities it is expected 
to add to the apple trade tho export of 
tho more delicate fruits, such us apricots, 
cherries* raspberries, currants, otc. Tho 
Tasmanian apples will sell for from :is. to 
3s. (id. per case f. o. b. at Hobart. Hasp- 
berries aro worth from 2J. to 2Jd. per lb , 
packed; black currants up to II d. per lb , 
plums from l£d. to 2d., and apricots '2d. 
Tho strawberry crop is uncertain, and can- 
not ho depended upon for export. The 
passion fruit, just now coining into season, 
grows iu great abundance throughout 
Australia, and a largo export to Canada is 
expected, the fruit being a very refreshing 
delicacy. 

MISCELLANEOUS. 
Potatoes of superior quality are obtainable 
horo at a reasonablo prico at the season just 
beforo tho Canadian new crop, when they 
are ecircc, of poor quality, and very dear in 
British Columbia. Onions may also bo pro- 
fitably Bent at times. Butter occasionally 
reaches in British Columbia a price suffi- 
ciently high to m»ke it possible to buy from 
Australia. 

Tho turpontine tree, ironbark and other 
plentiful uutive woods aro said to be proof 
against attack by the teredo worm, und, 
therefore, well adapted for uso as piles. 
The coBt of transportation across the Pacific 
would probably bo more than offset by the 
permanency of the piles, apart from the con- 
sideration of the nuisance of removal. 

Tho hurdwoods peculiar to Australia aro 
of exceptional value for many ornamental 
as well as useful purposes, and it is prob- 
able that an interchange of characteristic 
woods could bo effected. Experimental 
shipments have been sent to Chicago ol 
woods supposed to bo especially adapted 
for street paving in Americu, and later ad- 
vices enoourage the hope that something 
may bo done in this lino. 

Gums for the manufucturo of gum arabic, 
etc., are produced in Australia in great 
quantities, and for these, as well us resins, 
oils, fibres and the liko, it is hoped to find 
Borne salo in Canada. 

Arrowroot, grown in considerable quan- 
tities in Queensland, has already been 
shipped to Canada, where a regular market 
is expected to be obtained. 

The following list of exports to the Uuit- 
ed States, for tho year 1S91, will give a 
good idea of tho trade developed with that 
country. The exports are from New South 
Wales, which colony alone haB direct con- 
nection with tho States, but the list is not 
confined to the natural products of that ono

dried and candied fruits, 3230; green fruits, 
$1,565; gluepieces, $200; glycerine, $ 1 ,84r>; 
gold coin, $4,930,000; gold quartz, 3375; 
rice, $140; hair, S17.">; sparkling wines, $1,- 
405; other wines, S'Ju'0; jams and jellies, 
301)0; jewelry, $800; kapok, $1,365; kerosene- 
shale, $16,750; leather, {015; horses, 30, '200; 
birds, §95; extract of meat, §1 30; preserved 
meat, $1-0; condeneed and preserved milk, 
$200; pickles and sauces, 335; China oil, 
$245; colza oil, 370; linseed oil, 3355; other

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THE GRACE OE WOMAN 

COUNTESS NORRAIKOW DISCUSSES 
PRACTICAL PHYSICAL CULTURE. 



The Danger of Overstraining Ilolli Monro 
ami Muscle — Open Air Uxerclso Versus 
Gymnasium Training— Too I.ittlo Attou- 

j tlon Pnid to Food— Fat Producers.

~ f? 5 *" HESE closing years of tho 
last half of tho century 
murk a radical departure 
in woman's status in ev- 
ery department of life. 
Shois gradually assuming normal rela- 
tions •with man— joining in his sports, 
entering into his business enterprises 
and in almost everything displaying un- 
precedented mental activity. 

The Roman matrons of old, in con- 
formity with their own training, taught 
their children to be stoics in the matter 
of physical endurance. Not content 
■with stoicism, however, athletics were 
introduced to round out the body to a 
greater degree of perfection. Who lias 
not heard of thoso wonderful Roman 
gladiators who were famous for their 
prowess in all manly sports? 

The ancient Greeks and Romans wore 
noted for the symmetrical outlines of 
their forms. While tho development of 
tho male members in this important par- 
ticular was religiously attended to the 
females of the family were not neglected. 
The sculptured marble representing the 
Venus de Alilo presents overwhelming 
evidence of this fact. According to t lie 
standards of artistic measurement every 
lino and curve was absolutely correct. 
Tho poise of the head denoted both 
strength and beauty, but the wai.st, 
judged by the fashion of tho present day, 
would of course bo considered ridiculous- 
ly large. 

Tho hgure of tho Greek woman was 
allowed to retain its suppleness uncon- 
fined by band or corset. To this fact- 
may bo attributed much of its beauty. 
At that remote period gymnasiums wero 
not orected for tho uso of men alone; 
tho women of tho timo wero cared for in 
tho same way. Tho difference between 
tho sexes lay in tho fact that tho men 
mads public their wonderful strength- 
superinduced by athletic training — while 
tho gentler sex confined itself either to 
private gymnasiums or to tho pursuance 
of the exercise in the quiet and seclusion 
of their homes. This state of things con- 
tinued for many centuries, and the re- 
sults of the practice are perceptible even 
to the present day in tho descendants of 
those historic races. It is undeniable 
that the Greek women, especially re- 
nowned for beauty of face and form, owo 
much of their gifts to tho physical train- 
ing which their ancestors received. 

Time passed, and innovations began to 
creep in. and while men to a great ex- 
tent kept up the practice it fell into dis- 
use among women. Tho history of 
mediaeval times tells us that woman's 
sole duty was to make herself as beauti- 
ful as possible and to bo thoroughly 
trained in all the arts involving tho uso 
of the needle. Athletic exercises were 
entirely relegated to men, it being con- 
sidered inelegant and even vulgar for 
ladies to employ their time in such a 
"base." masculine manner. The "man- 
nish" woman — the ono who would row a 
boat, drive a horso or take part in a box- 
ing tournament with her brother — was 
looked upon as an abnormal creature 
worthy only to bo shunned. 

In speaking thus of that past era I re- 
fer particularly to tho higher side of so- 
cial life, for among the peasantry in 
many of the continental countries wom- 
an has performed more than her share 
of manual labor, which may indeed be 
classed as a form of athletic exercise. 

A couple of centuries or so ago, when 
tho pilgrim mothers lauded on these 
shores, notwithstanding tho fact that 
they had left comfortable and even lux- 
urious homes, they willingly shared in 
tho labors of their husbands. Many a 
milk white hand, which had never known 
aught but idleness, was turned to such 
good account that tho struggle for ex- 
istence in the virgin land was greatly re- 
duced. As a result of their self denial, 
perseverance and tho rugged health 
which outdoor labor engendered, a sturdy 
raco of native born Americans was given 
to tho world. 

Among savago tribes it has always 
been customery to train their women to 
take active part even in warfare. In 
tho newspapers of today wo frequently 
seo accounts of the amazons of Zululaud 
and other African countries. These wo- 
men, whom the necessities of the time 
force into the field of battle, and who 
from their childhood undergo a thorough 
training for tho purpose, aro said to fight 
witH greater desperation than husband, 
father, brother or lover. They are more 
agile than men, and consequently quick- 
er in their movements. They aro also 
moro fearless, less calculating as to re- 
sults and of equal physical endurance. 

Tho courses of training which are pur- 
sued in the gymnasiums of modern civi- 
lization are to a certain extent beneficial 
to young women, but a great danger lies 
in their liability to overstrain both nerve 
and muscle. Tho samo form of gym- 
nastic exercise is not suitable for all per- 
sons nor for both sexes, but should bo 
regulated according to the physical status 
of the applicant, For instance, take a 
growing girl who has sedulously devoted 
her time to study. Through stooping 
tho chest hits probably become weak- 
ened and tho shoulders in a measure 
rounded. What, then, can bo more p6r- 
nicious or hurtful than tho attempt sud- 
denly to draw the latter into a normal 
position? If this is undertaken at all, it 



flhould be done gradually and judi- 
ciously. 

Judging from tho largo number of 
athletes among men who meet with an 
early death, it is evident that the vital 
forces of masculinity through an excess 
of athletics may ho expended within a 
very brief period. A similar rule applies 
to women, but practically to them tho 
consequences need not always bo so dis- 
astrous. Thuy seldom indulge the sport 
with tho samo violence, and are there- 
fore not placed under tho samo continu- 
ous strain. 

Open air exercise is profitable to both 
sexes alike, and women, by taking a 
brisk walk during the cooler hours of 
tho day, with tho shoulders thrown back, 
tho abdomen drawn in and tho chest ex- 
panded, will find it easy to engender a 
rugged and healthy constitution. To 
obtain the full and proper benefit from 
this exercise euro should be taken that 
the. clothing is not too tight nor the 
shoes too small. The walk at first 
should bo only for a sbort distance, be- 
ing gradually lengthened until tho maid 
or matron is enabled to cover several 
miles of ground without fatigue. 

English women have thoroughly un- 
derstood and pursued this method of ex- 
ercising for many decades. Hence, 
while their figures may ho slender, their 
coloring and physical condition are of 
tho best. Thousands of American girls 
are now learning and practicing this se- 
cret of beauty with the most satisfactory 
results. 

Rowing, lawn tennis and the various 
ot her outdoor sports are equally bene- 
ficial if indulged in moderation. Even 
baseball has b 1 attempted by il cer- 
tain classof our young women, but to tho 
more advanced elements "f society this 
means of excercising would bo naturally 
somewhat repugnant. 

Bicycling I cannot honestly recom- 
mend for women. The present methods 
of dress are certainly opposed to this 
method of exercise. The lower limbs 
alone are kept in motion, while the up- 
per portion of the body is thrown for- 
ward in a stooping position, thereby con- 
tracting the chest and giving undue play 
to the nether extremities. Another fact 
derogatory to its practice is the danger 
of accident, especially on public thor- 
oughfares. It is a much more serious 
matter for a woman to be thrown from 
a bicycle than for a man. This does not 
apply, however, to expert riders among 
women, of whom, I believe, there aro it 
limited number in America. 

The Delsarte system of athletics is ex- 
ceedingly beneficial if not carried to the 
extreme of caricature. Tho graceful, 
undulating movements, tho lines and 
curves expressed, are very beautiful, but 
if practiced to any great extent would 
give the average society woman a de- 
cidedly "stagey" appearance. Rhythm 
and grace of movement aro very desira- 
ble, it is true, but great care should be 
taken to avoid exaggeration. 

livery woman is endowed by nature 
with a certain grace. Let her cultivate 
it carefully and rationally. An easy car- 
riage is always to bo desired, and this 
can be readily obtained not alone by 
bodily exertion, but in conjunction with 
the use of mental power. Concentration 
is necessary to perfection in nil things; 
therefore whatever the physical part of 
our nature undertakes should be aided 
by the focalizing of our mental faculties 
upon the same object. 

This, I presume, may be termed men- 
tal athletics, for it often requires great 
patience and practice to attain the de- 
sired end. Between mental and phys- 
ical athletics a perfect unity and har- 
mony should be established. By this 
simple process tt graceful and effective 
combination of forces may bo obtained. 

In the present age for women to be- 
come perfect human entities too little 
attention is paid to food. The love of 
tho saccharine everywhere predominates. 
This causes the individual to "take on" 
llesh at tho expense of vital energy. It 
requires juicy meats, fresh vegetables 
and normal exercise in tho open air, 
combined with a healthful mental ac- 
tivity to constitute woman truly "a 
thing of beauty and a joy forever."

a Bhort distance below Whatcom. Horo 
they woro compolled to stay a day and a 
half, until tho atorm abated; they made 
Anacortes tho following night, and camped 
near tlioro, In tho morning a start waa 
made for tho sloughs, and again vory dis- 
agrooablo weather detracted from tho 
pleasuro of the trip. In fact tho canoeists 
were treated to a continuous shower 
bath during half of tho time. 
La Conner, Skagit, Stanwood, Everett and 
Muckiltoa wore tho next porta of call, the 
run from tho last mentioned town to Seattlo 
being the most pleasant portion of tho 
cruiso. 

" I don't think it adviaable for anyone to 
undertake a cruiso ""so lat'j in tho season," 
says Captain Frank B. Gibbs, Bpeaking 
from experience. " From Fairhaven down 
the Sound thcro seems to bo, or rather thero 
is, a continual head wind, which makes it 
hard work to p addle and of course impoa- 
Bible to sail. With threo or more in the 
canoo it would bo easier, as it would bo pos- 
sible to change paddlers every hour or so, 
but with but two it ia continual labor. It 
was our intention to have had three, but 
Cathcart could not get away, Possibly 
earlior in the aeaaon it would be all right, 
and I havo no doubt it is so, but now tho 
head wind Epoils it."

Tho complaint alleges that Villard, Colby, 
lloyt and Abbott, in September, 1HHI), 
owned land at Harrison street and Fifth 
avenue, Chicago, upon which was then 
i being constructed tho Grand Central pas- 
' senger Btation, and also controlled the 
Chicago &. Groat Western Railroad Com 
pany, tho Bridgeport & South Chicago 
Railroad Company and tho Chicago, Har- 
lem it Batavia Railroad Company, which 
operated lines of railroad within tho limits 
of Chicago. Tho value of the land men 
tiorod and the railroad properties was said 
to have been §8,000,000 in March, 1890.

CITY MARKET. 



Henry Clews' circular, dated Now York, 
Soptomber 9, says : 

Tho general revival of financial interests 
has arrivod. Thero no longer oxistB a 
money crisis. Tho city banks wero, at tho 
closo of last week, actually abovo the legal 
limit of resorves, and during tho past week 
they have made a further gain of currency 
in their exchanges with tiio interior, Put- 
ting together tho import.B of gold, tho now 
issues of bank notea and tho iisuo of United 
States notes aguinst silver purchases, t ho 
country must now havo soma §75,- 
000,000 more currency than it had 
tit tho beginning of tho depression. 
Tho hoarders have recovered, or aro n cov- 
ering, confidence and aro converting iheir 
cash into investments or depositing it in 
bank, aud this largo amount of money ia 
naturally flowing into its accustomed chan- 
nels and depositories. 

Up to this point, however, tho recovery 
of confidence in general business is behind 
that which has occurred in banking and 
financial circles. The restoration of general 
business, however, cannot bo much longer 
delayed. Already the beginnings of im 
provement uro apparent in all tho lead 
ing branches of trade. Thero are 
more buyers in the markets, and 
although thoy are making inquiries 
more than contracts, it is 'evident that 
they are in need of considerable replenish- 
ments of their stocks It is many years 
since stocks of merchandise have been so 
light as at prcaont ; and this applies equally 
to the retailer, the jobber, tho manufacturer 
and the importer Tho shock of tho last 
threo months of dopressiou has been too 
severe to admit of an immediate average 
demand from consumers ; but it ia safe to 
assume that tho reduced ability to buy is 
not at all proportioned to tho lowncsa of 
atocks. Tho nature of tho dopreaBion haa 
been rather a temporary impairment of tho 
instruments of buying than a destruction of 
tho real ability to buy. Credit has been 
suspended, not from insolvency but from a 
transient monetary disturbunea. Under 
theBC circumstances, it scorns reasonable to 
expect that when morchants havo recovered 
a little more from tho lato ocuto ahock, a 
brisk revival of business will set in, aud 
possibly with some recovery in prices from 
their present low level. 

Mercantile credits now have the backing 
of the bunka. The New England banks aro 
taking considerable amounts of gilt-edgo 
paper; and tho city binks aro in tl.o market 
for the better claBB of names at 7 per cent. 
The resumption of discounting means tho 
resumption of trade Naturally, tho pros- 
pect of an early reduction of tariff duties ia 
calculated to keep the production of mauu- 
fuctures close to the demand, This sort of 
preparation, however, has, from other causes, 
already gone as far as ia needful in order to 
meet the tarilf charges; aud all that is re- 
quited to keep the markets in a fairly 
healthy condition is to see to it that pro- 
duction is kept well within tho limits of a 
moderate normal demand; which, with tho 
prevailing cauticn among manufacturers, 
may be safely calculated upon. 

The final repeal of the purchase clause of 
the Sherman Act ia now eo generally taken 
for grunted that tho silver question no longer 
causes any serious apprehension. Congress, 
however, shows such u decided disposition 
to reshape our currency system that there 
can he little doubt that, when tho Senato 
has given its vote against silver purchases, 
the problem of amending our bank note sys- 
tem will receivo earnest consideration. The 
decidedly preponderant opinion of Congress 
seems to favor bank circulation as the chief 
future depondonce of tho country for its re- 
tail uses. Somo notablo changes of opinion 
fromold methods of regulating and protecting 
bank issues appear to bo coming over tho 
minds of CougresBmen; and fortunately 
they are of a character which, while calcu- 
lated to afford greater elasticity in tho 
direction of both expansion and contraction, 
would yet muko them secure against de- 
fault. A bank note Bystem which, while 
providing absoluto security for tho issues, 
would yet mako the volume responsive to 
the constantly fluctuating wonts of the 
seasons and of tho country, would bo an in- 
valuable contribution towards the stability 
of tho money market and of values; and 
there seems to bo some reason for hoping 
for that boon. 

Wall atreet haa expressed its interpreta- 
tion of these improving aspects in the con- 
dition of affairs by an activo buying move- 
ment and a general rise in prices. Buyers 
of ample means have taken up large amounts 
of railroad stocks, which aro not likely to 
bo realized upon until a much further ad- 
vance in values has occurred. Speculators 
in tho foreign markets havo dono somo 
selling to pocket profits, but tho investment 
demand from that source continues. Natur- 
ally, after such an important rise in prices, 
there has been somo realizing by specula- 
tors J but the spirit and strength of the 
market indicate that tho upward movement 
lias not yet spent its force, and we there- 
fore recommend buying of good stocks on ail 
spasmodic declines
